Federal Express On the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
Was Sent Over a Crossover Switch 
at Sixty Miles An Hour and a Dis­ 
astrous Wreck Was the Result—Ball 
Play ers Prove Themselves Herces. 


Bridgeport, Conn., July 12.—The F ed­ 
eral express, the crack train of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
railroad between W ashington and Bos­ 
ton, flashed into Westbridgepel't more 
than an hour behind time. 
Curtis, 
the engineer, was driving the big ten- 
wheel locomotive for all there was in 
her, try ing to catch up the schedule. 
He sent the heavy train over a cre ss-! 
over switch that connects 
the 
two | 
eastbound tracks a mile and a half 
west of the Bridgeport station at sixty 
miles an hour. 
Half a minute later, 
five cars were ly ing 
smashed 
and 
twisted in the Fairfield avenue cu 4 
having been flung from a twenty -foot 
viaduct. Curtis and Ry an, his fireman, 
together with at least ten of the pas­ 
sengers were dead, and fifty were 
hurt, a dozen very seriously . 
Among 
those killed was Mrs. H. D. W alcott, 
the wife of Charles D. Walcott, secre­ 
tary of the Smithsonian institute. 
The only explanation offered by the 
railroad officials was that the high 
speed was the cause of perhaps the 
most frightful accident in the history 
of that line. 
It wTas impossible fat 
them to tejl w hether the switch gave j 
way 
under 
the 
terrific strain, or 
w hether the fast running weakened 
and loosened an axle or burst a wheel. 
But they placed the responsibility on 
the dead engineer for driving a train 
at sixty miles an hour at a point where 
the regulations cdll for a fifteen mile 
rate. 
No crossover sw itch-ever built 
was meant to stand against such- a 
strain. 
It appeared to be, simply , a 
case of an engineer who took a chance 
in order to keep his day ’s record clear ! 
T he two Pullmans at the rear end 
were occupied by the St. Louis Na­ 
tional League baseball team, tw en ty -! 
two y oung athletes under command of ! 
their 
manager, 
Roger 
Bresnahati. 
These cars held to the track. 
Bres- j 
nahan and his Cardinals worked splen­ 
didly in helping to get injured passen- i 
gers 
out 
of the dreadful tangle of j 
splinters and twisted iron and broken 
seats. 
There were perhaps two hun- j 
dred persons on the train, many of | 
them women with children who were j 
going north for vacation. 
The difficulty of getting to work on ] 
the wreck was enormous. 
The local 
firemen had to use their ladders to 
swarm down into the cut from the 
high em bankment, and after they be­ 
gan rescuing passengers they had to 
shoulder them and return the way 
they had come. 
The St. Louis base­ 
ball play ers wrere hard at It when the 
police got there. 
Roger Bresnahan 
and his team got a thorough shaking 
up when their Pullman did a step 
dance along the ties, but they hustled 
out and slid down the embankm ent 
without asking Instructions from any ­ 
one. 
Being husky y oung men. and ac­ 
customed to do things, they accom­ 
plished a lot before help came. 
T hir­ 
ty -five doctors were busy within an 
hour after the derailment, and there 
was plenty of work for all of them.
